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2008  TWENTY-FIRST  PROFESSIONAL  SEMINAR  -  OVERVIEW 

On  March  22,  2008,  over  sixty  TMI  professional  members,  Monroe  family  members,  and 
special  guests  arrived  at  the  Nancy  Penn  Center  to  register  for  Hemi-Sync®:  Varieties  of 
Experience,  the  Twenty-first  Professional  Seminar.  This  very  special  occasion  was  the  first 
opportunity  for  most  of  those  in  attendance  to  meet  Paul  Rademacher,  the  Institute’s  new 
executive  director.

As  so  frequently  happens  with  the  keynote  address,  “The  Healing  Energy  Experiments: 
Science  Reveals  our  Natural  Power  to  Heal”  by  Gary  E.  Schwartz,  PhD,  created  a  congenial 
context  for  the  presentations  that  followed.  The  diverse  topics  included  introducing  Hemi-Sync 
in  allopathic  medical  institutions,  using  energy  work  to  enhance  the  response  to  a  Hemi-Sync 
OUTREACH  exercise,  employing  Hemi-Sync  and  other  innovative  tools  to  enrich  educational 
environments,  an  analysis  of  residential  program  benefits,  a  report  on  a  long-term  project 
devoted  to  exploring  Focus  27,  Hemi-Sync  as  a  springboard  to  creating  individual 
soundscapes  for  severely  disabled  students,  and,  not  least,  the  amazing  power  and  versatility 
of  METAMUSIC®. 

On  both  Sunday  and  Monday  evenings,  professional  members  divided  into  two  groups  to 
dialogue  with  Paul  Rademacher.  Those  brainstorming  sessions  produced  a  cornucopia  of 
ideas,  some  of  which  Paul  shares  in  this  issue  of  the  TMI  Focus.
